FRESH FOOTPATHS TO 
FAME. 
T wake up and find one’s self part of 


the world’s news! To see one’s photo- 

graph in every paper; to hear one’s 
name bandied about by tens of thousands, 
one’s acts eulogised, or even decried! To 
be sought by interviewers, approached by 
publicity agents, féted by the crowd at large 
—who shall deny that this is fame—that ex- 
hilarating, intoxicating experience, that strong 
wine of life, that has turned the heads of not 
a few? 


Someone has said: ‘ There is nothing new 
under the sun ”; but it seems hard to re- 
concile this statement with the fact 
that, every day almost, one hears of 
fresh aspirants to fame, reaching it 
by paths hitherto untrod ! Who can 
withhold admiration for the determination 
of those ladies, who, in various parts of the 
world, are just now engaged in establishing 
a record in long-distance dancing? 

The cynics among us may cal! their 
strenuous performances the pinnacle of folly, 
and exclaim with Puck, “Lord! what fools 
these mortals be!’’ But to others, the record 
of the lady who has just completed a non- 
stop dance lasting 50 hours, wearing out 
seven partners, two.orchestras, several pairs 
of slippers, not to mention many hundreds 
of gramophone needles, is worthy to stand in 
history as an appendage to tlie twelve labours 
of Hercules! Others, again, are apt to dis- 
parage exploits of this kind, because they re- 
gard dancing merely as an amusement, and so 
fail to ses what good purpose is served by 
dancing for fifty hours rather than for five. 

Yet the dancing of the latest record-breaker 
savours of qualities very different from 
frivolity. Did she not dance auring the ist 
six hours “with ice-cold towels round her 
head.” Brain-fever itself hardly calls for 
more serious treatment than this! And as for 
doing good, these dancers may at least console 
themselves that they have done a great deal 
less harm than many eminent men in Europe 
who, having climbed the dizzy heights of 
fame, are now engaged in .upsetting the 
European applecart ! 

Personally speaking, this dancing craze 
appeals to my imagination as a very harmless 
path to fame in a world that has, for the 
time being, gone mad, and in 
which the most important task for 
you and me and the other sane people is to 
divert the madness into channels where it 
will do the least possible harm. Thus viewed, 
non-stop dancing may fill a real need and 
perform a real service to mankind. Of course, 
others will consider it a just Nemesis that the 
six couples who put out to sea off New York 
in order to break the dancing record without 
interruption by the police, have al! 
seized with a had bout of sea sickness, and 
are so enduring the very nausea that they 
have themselves inflicted upon two continents ! 
It just depends on one’s point of view 

hen, again, much has been said in 
cism -of the ‘‘marathoning mammas’’ who 
recently pushed their baby-laden perambula- 
tors in a race from London to Brighton. The 
most ardent enemies of intolerance in an age 
of freedom can hardly justify that desire for 
fame that will lead mothers to jolt a baby 
along the high road for twelve hours or so; 
while such using of helpless mites as acces- 
sories in such competitions will make many 
another forswear his dearest convictions and 
cry: "AA woman’s place is in the home!”

National finance was again the topic ol 
discussion in Dail Eireann yesterday, when 
Mr. Gerald FitzGibbon moved an important 
amendment to the Finance Bill. Section 
Seven of this measure provides that no 
action shall lie against any under-sheriff 
who shall seize the gouds and chattels of a 
citizen in default with his taxes. It gives 
the under-sheriffs extraordinary powers in 
regard to the collection of debts which 
are due to ti.e State, and virtually de- 
prives the defaulting debtor of the right to 
appeal. Mr. FitzGibbon moved that these 
powers should cease after January lst, 
1925, on the ground that they were 
granted by the Dail to th> Executive 
measure.

Geography and Frontiers. 


Science, in its higher manifestations, 
is adorned always by two qualities— 
sublime persistence of effort and an 
equally sublime aloofness from the 
common passions of mankind. Both were 
illustrated in the Earl. of Ronaldshay’s 
presidential address, on Monday, to the 
anniversary meeting of the Royal 
Geographical Society. In the first place, 
the Society has not abandoned its attack 
on the highest mountain in the world. 
Although the Mount Everest expedition 
of 1922 established new “ records ” in the 
annals of: mountaineering—ascents of 
26,985 feet without oxygen and of 27,300 
feet with the aid of oxygen—the insatiable 
spirit of discovery will be satisfied only 
with complete triumph. A further attempt 
upon the peak has been found impossible 
in the present year; but the Society expects 
to be able to organise another expedition 
next year, and it bases high hopes of 
success on the established fact that a camp 
can be fixed at an altitude of 25,500 feet. 
In the next place, the Society continues 
t> study the science of geography with a 
serene indifference to all ‘the recent 
changes—politica]' and military—in the 
map of Europe. It looks forward to a 
new map of Europe, drawn, so far as 
circumstances will permit, “on sound 
geographical lines.’’ No human activity, 
as Lord Ronaldshay observed, has been 
more pregnant with the seeds of trouble 
than the laying down’ of boundaries. They 
have been the curse of history from the 
days of Naboth’s vineyard to those of the 
partition of Bengal. The trouble has 
arisen in nearly every case from the inten- 
tions of the boundary-makers, which, 
whether they have been good or bad, 
never have been strictly scientific. ‘‘O, si 
anquius wle,’’ yearned Horace’s farmer; 
and it is that temper at Versailles which 
has left a big legacy of trouble to Europe, 
while the same temper to-day is laying 
the foundations of future wars in Thrace. 
lí the Royal Geographical Society could 
have its way, every statesman would be a 
geographer first and a politician—even a 
patriot—afterwards. Its ideal, once brought 
to fulfilment, would be a more effective 
abolisher of strife than any League of 
Nations. It is that, when circumstances 
demand alterations in the map of Europe, 
the making of new boundaries shall be 
entrusted to the impartial hands of 
science. If boundaries could be deter- 
mined solely by geographical considera- 
tions, the ideal frontier could be discovered 
with comparative ease. “ The geographer,” 
said Lord Ronaldshay, “ could be counted 
on to find it.” It is a noble vision, though 
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Last night the King and Queen honoured 
Earl Farquhar with their company at dinner 
at his.residence in London.

The 
present Duke, who is heir to his mother’s 
Barony of Herries—a Scottish title created in

Earl Cadogan, who was well known in 
Dublin during the Viceroyalty of his father, 
celebrates his fifty-fourth birthday to-day. 
He succeeded as sixth Earl in 1915, his two 
elder brothers and his nephew having pre- 
deceased the late Earl. He was formerly in 
the 1st Life Guards, and is Honorary Colonel 
of the Suffolk Volunteer Reciment. He 
married in 1911 Miss Lilian Coxon, of Craig- 
leith, Cheltenham, and has one son, Viscount 
Chelsea, born in 1914, and two daughters. 
The ‘second heir is his brother, the Hon. 
Edward Cadogan. 
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The marriage arranged between Alfred 


at Harrow and Christ Church, Oxford, and 
entered Parliament as 
for ‘Mid-Lincolnshire in 1868 He represented 
the constituency till 1885, when he was 
elected for the Salford Division of the same 
county. He was defeated in 1906, but from 
1907 to 1916. when he was made a Viscount, 
he sat for Wimbledon. 

He held office in a number of Tory Admin- 
istrations 


the Board of Agriculture from: 1886 to 1892, 
and President of the Local Government 
foard from 1895 to 1900. To the end he was 
the same well-dressed. genial, 
‘Squire of Blankney.” Times might change, 
but “the Squire’’ was always the same. 
Lord Chaplin was the last ex-Minister to 
draw a State pension of £1,200 a year. 

While President of the Local Government 
Board he carried the Agricultural Rating 
Sill of 1896 after a fierce controversy and an 
all-night sitting of the House. He was re- 
sponsible, also, for the Vaccination Bill of 
1898. But upon the re-constitution of the 
Ministry in 1900 Mr. Chaplin’s name was ex- 
cluded from the Cabinet list, nor did he sub- 
sequently occupy any great office of State. 
He rendered valuable services upon a series 
of important Royal Commissions. In 1881 
he was a member of the Commission of Agri- 
of that on Horse Breeding 
in 1887, and in 1903 was = 
pointed to the Commission on the Supply 
of Food and Raw Material in Time of War. 
Always an advocate of Protection, professing 
many of the views of Lord George Bentinck, 
ha warinly supported the Tariff Reform move- 
ment fromthe moment of its inception under 
Mr. Chamberlain's, leadership in  Uctober, 
1903, and served upon the Tariff Commission 
of 1904. He afterwards repeatedly advocated 
Tariff Reform principles from a number of 
public platforms, proving himself an effective, 
though, as at all times, a somewhat verbose 
and diffuse speaker. 

He was a typical Engliso country gentle- 
man of the old school, whose rare courtesy 
and charm of manner attracted all with whom 
he came in contact. whether in public or pri- 
vate life. He was an intimate friend of the 
late King Edward, a persona grata in Court 
circles, and a universal favourite in general 
society. 

He was reputed to have made some 
£300,000 on the Turf, but he never hesitated 
to spend. The supreme triumph of his racing 
career was in 1867, when his horse Hermit 
won the Derby at 1,000 to 15, and earned 
its owner £140,000.

Clean Milk. 


The results of the first “clean milk 
competition in the United Kingdom 
have been published and ought to be read 
with interest by all who hold that, in the 
matter of handling and distributing milk, 
Ireland is far behind the rest of the world. 
The competition was held in Kent under 
the auspices of the Kent Education Com- 
mittee and the Kent Milk Recording 
Society. It continued for three months, 
and every competitor was required to 
submit fortnightly samples of milk to the 
analysts of the Agricultural College at 
Wye. The samples were supposed to be 
taken in the ordinary way and “surprise” 
samples also were taken by the judging 
analysts. Marks were awarded under 
the following heads :—Bacteriological and 
keeping qualities, chemical analysis, farm 
inspection, health of cows, equipment 
methods. The winner of the contest 
scored 1,266 marks out of a possible 
1,500—a very creditable performanece—and 
thirteen other candidates scored over one 
thousand marks. It would be interesting

The election. of the Reverend; J. C. 
Forrester, M.A., to a stall in St. Patrick's 
Cathedral is of more than passing or personal 
interest. The Chapter has enriched itself by 
nominating a man of Indian experience, and 
has recognised the notable service rendered 
by a son of the Church of [Ireland to the 
Church abroad. Before his appointment as 
Chaplain to Trinity College, Canon Forrester 
was for thirteen years a member of the Dublin 
University Mission to Chota Nagpur, India, 
holding throughout the years of the war and 
until 1920 the arduous post of head of the 
Mission.

to an Irish province. The Mission is entirely 
a Dublin one, consisting of a brotherhood (at 
resent numbering six), with the Rev. H. G.

a large staff of educated Indians, carry on the 
work among men and boys. A devoted band 
of ladies, also sent out from Dublin, work 
among the women and girls, drawing their 
support entirely from the contributions raised 
by the Ladies’ Auxiliary to the University 
Committee. _ Canon Forrester’s new dignity 
brings into closer touch with the national life 
a son of Ireland who has done international 
service.

LONDON, Tuesday. 


The German Embassy yesterday disclaimed 
all knowledge of the presence in London of 
three emissaries of the German Government, 


charged with taking soundings regarding re- 


parations. 

At the same time, there have been various 
Germans of importance in financial and other 
spheres spending some time in London in the 
past fortnight, and it would not be surprising 
if more than one of them had discussed the 
reparation problem in those British circles 
to which he had access. There seems, how- 
ever, no warrant at all for speaking of any- 
thing like a formal ‘‘ mission.” 

It is wrong, equally beyond the facts, to 
suggest that a new “ Baldwin’’ Reparations 
plan, as distinct from the “ Bonar Law ” plan 
of last January, is either in being or in serious 
contemplation. There is, indeed, every 
reason why it should not be. . 

A Franco-Belgian meeting is to take place 
next week at Brussels for the express purpose 
of framing a joint plan, which it is obviously 
the intention of the two Governments con- 
cerned to lay before the British amd Italian 
Cabinets. When that plan is received it will 
be necessary to consider whether it can be 
taken as a basis for discussion,: or whether it 
would be an advantage to remodel the last 
3ritish scheme or produce a new one. 

In any case it is in the higest degree im- 
probable that at the moment when Mr. 
McKenna, with his unique knowledge of busi- 
ness and banking opinion, is about to assume 
the Chancellorship of the Exchequer, either 
Mr, Baldwin or Lord Curzon should hasten 
to produce a reparation plan in advance of 
his advent.

WEST MINSTER, Tuesday. 

During the Committee stage, of the In- 
demnity Bill in the House of Commons this 
evening, the Attorney-General announced that 
the sittings of the judicial tribunal set_up to 
deal with the claims for compensation would 
be held in public. 


Most of the discussion took place on an 
amendment moved by Captain Berkeley to 
provide that the indemnity should be confined 
to persons who had acted “in good faith.’’ 
The hon. member conceived it possible that 
information leading to some of the deporta- 
tions might have been given by people 
actuated by malicious motives, and, he said, 
there should be a remedy against them. 

Sir Douglas Hogg pointed out that the 
amendment would probably give rise to an in- 
finite number of actions to determine the ques- 
tion of good faith or bad faith. 

Mr. Lloyd George urged that more con- 
sideration should be given to the proposal. 
An Act of Parliament should, in his view, 
only protect those people, of whose bona fides 
there was no doubt. 

Mr. Asquith also favoured the amendment, 
but Lord Robert Cecil, for the Government, 
was unable to hold out any hope of accept- 
ance. He did not see what case the amend- 
ment was designed to cover, as surely it must 
be conceded that those who acted under the 
orders of the Home Secretary did so in good 
faith, and no one could possibly argue that 
the Home Secretary himself was actuated by 
malicious motives. After all, the one sole 
desire of the Government was to see that those 
who had suffered obtained adequate compensa- 
tion. 

So far, it all seemed plain sailing, but the 
matter was not so edsily disposed of, as was 
seen when Sir John Simon and Mr. Pringle 
drew attention to the fact that the indemnity 
provided by the bill was of a wholesale 
character, and not merely confined to the 
deportations under discussion. It would, said 
Sir John, extend to everything done under 
the Restoration of Order in Ireland Act, past, 
present and future. 

Lord Robert Cecil was suddenly plunged 
into a dilemma, and was bound to confess 
that, “‘ verbally,’ the bill was not limited to 
the present case. 

Mr. McCurdy took advantage of the ad- 
mission to urge an adjournment to give the 
Government time to consider their position.

Lord Robert suggested the insertion of 
words at a later stage which would limit the 
operation: of the clause to the deportation 
order of the Home Secretarv; but, to bring 
matters to a head.

This was rejected by 241 
votes to 164, and the amendment was then 
put and defeated by 238 votes to 165. 

Following this, Lord Robert Cecil moved 
to limit the scope of the bill to acts done 
under Regulation 14 B. and this was agreed 
to 


The Attorney-General moved, as an aaidi- 
tion to Clause I., the Government’s proposals 
relating to compensation as follows :—‘* Pro 
vided that any person who, in pursuance ol 
any such order has been deported to Ireland 
since 6th December, 1922. and therein interned 
shall be entitled, within three months after 
the passing of this act, to claim compensation 
for any loss or damage he may have sustained 
in consequence of such deportation and in- 
ternment; and the amount of such compensa- 
tion shall be assessed by a tribunal, con- 
sisting of three persons. of whom one shall be 
a person who holds, or has held, high judicial 
office, appointed by the Lord Chief Justice 
of England, or in cases of persons deported 
from Scotland by the Lord President of the 


“Court of Session: and the decision of such a 


tribunal shall be final. A person may be 
compelled to attend and give evidence, or pro- 
duce documents in proceedings before any 
such tribunal, in like manner, as in proceed- 
ings before an arbitrator, and the tribunal 
shall have power to require any person appear- 
ing before them to give evidence on oath, and 
to authorise any person to administer the 
oath for. that purpose; and the tribunal shall 
have power to award such sums by way ol 
costs as they in their discretion may think 
fit.” 

He added that he was willing to accept 
further words if members desired. providing 
that the amount of such compensation shall 
be assessed on the principle on which damages 
would he assessed at common law in an action 
for false imprisonment. 

Sir J. Simon said that the Attorney-Gene- 
ral’s proviso mode an enormous difference to 
the bill, and fully satisfied members on the 
question of compensation. 


FAKED STATUES. 
FRENCH 
INVESTIGATING A SCANDAL.

CABINET 


The French Cabinet has ordered an ad- 
ministrative investigation into the affair of 
the ‘‘ fake statues,’’ many of which, it is 
alleged, have been sold to the Louvre during 
the past five years, and to English and 
American collectors. 

According to the art critics, the great 
statues of tne Middie Age in tlhe Louvre are 
almost entirely false. The critics declare 
they have proved that of the actual medieval 
collection only a small percentage is genuine. 
They instance a pair of statues of the Sadoux 
Kings, which were bought by the Louvre for 
150,000 francs. These two statues are alleged 
to be entirely faked. 

Another collection of medi#val sculpture, 
said to have been discovered by a certain 
famous art expert, are declared to be imita- 
tions, made in a Montmartre factory. Dire 
rumours are abroad of the tragic end of two 
sculptors employed in the work. 

Investigations reveal t!.at the sculptors got 
a daily wage of 60 francs, while the art 
dealers netted millions. 

The whole affair involves such great names, 
anu the evidence is so difficult to collect, that 
great secrecy is surrounding the investigation. 
The only newspaper daring to print hints of 
the real story here is one under the protec- 
tion of a prominent Cabinet Minister.

It is ordered that the powers conferred on 
the Lord Chancellor of Ireland by Sections 4 
and 5 of the Railway and Canal Traffic Act, 
1888, shall, so far as they are exercisable in 
relation to Northern Ireland, be exercised by 
the Secretary of State. 

Provision is made for the. re-sealing of Pro- 
bates in Northern Ireland, and for the ad- 
ministration of the Land Purchase Acts in 
Northern Ireland by a Commission, to be 
known as the Land Purchase Commission,

PROHIBITION CRISIS. 


‘SWEDISH LIBERAL SPLIT. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 
From Our Own CorresPONDENT. 

STOCKHOLM, Tuesday. 

Prohibition has suddenly become the big- 
gest question in Sweden’s internal politics. 

The present split in the Liberal Party is 
the first important victory of the Swedish 
Prohibitionists, and indicates the beginning 
of a National campaign for a second liquor 
referendum. 

Of the 135 Liberal Party Parliamentarians, 
77 have voted to make Prohibition a part of 
their programme. This majority has now 
become Sweden’s Prohibition Party. The 
former Premier, Herr Eden, who headed the 
Liberal Party, has resigned, leaving the 
leadership to Herr Ekman, owner of the 
‘“Svenske Morgonbladet,” a religious Prohibi- 
tionist paper. 

The importance of the Liberal Party has 
been the fact that they could overthrow the 
Cabinet any time by withdrawing support, 
in the same way they caused Herr Tsarnting’s 
fall. 

From now on the liquor question is likely 
to take the first place in Swedish politics. 
superseding the question of lower taxes, and 
also that of the increase of military establish- 
ments. 

li is almost certain tnat a second referen- 
dum will be forced. In the meantime the 
Anti-Prohibitionists are continually pointing 
out that American Prohibition is a failure. 


PERSIA’S PROBLEMS. 
VOTE OF NO CONFIDENCE IN 
THE GOVERNMENT. 


TEHERAN. Tuesday. 
The Mejliss to-day passed a motion of no 
confidence in the Government by forty-four 
votes to thirty-eight. The Premier was 
called upon to resign. but, as yet, he has 
not complied.

THE HULL TRAWLERS. 


RETURN DELAYED BY BAD 
WEATHER. 

The departure of the Hull trawlers released 
by the Soviet Government from Murmansk is 
delayed by stormy weather. 

A message from the skipper of the trawler 
Lord Astor states that a hurricane was blow- 
ing on Monday morning. The Lord Astor 
is to take the trawler James Sohnson in tow, 
and the ships will call at the Norwegian port 
for coal and stores. 

A crew will be sent out to navigate the James 
Johnson “when certain formalities are carried 
out. It is stated that the trawler St. Hubert 
will be also released. 


MINER HERO. 


SELF-SACRIFICE REWARDED BY 
THE KING. 

Last night’s London Gazette contains the 
announcement that the King has awarded the 
Edward Medal to Arthur Hatcher. a colliery 
worker, in recognition of his exceptional 
heroism. 

Hatcher’s bravery was put to the test on 
October 10, 1922, when another worker at the 
Barnsley colhery was seized with an epileptic 
fit while guiding a tub down an incline. When 
the man fell insensible, Hatcher, with assist- 
ance, proceeded to carry him towards tne 
exit. 

Meanwhile, a tub. which had been left un- 
attended at the top of the incline, com- 
menced to move down the slope. When 
Hatcher heard it coming, he realised that his 
companions were in instant danger of death, 
and to save their lives he ran to meet the 
tub, under which he threw himself, bringing 
is to a dead stop.

Until the text of the Irish Land Bill is 
available, representatives oí the parties most 
concerned are disposed to withhold their views 
upon it. They do not wish to base any 
criticism on the introductory statement of the 
Minister oí Agriculture, 

When questioned by an Jrish Times reporter 
as to his opinion of the bill, Mr. R. E. 
Maunsell, as representing the landowners, 
said that nothing definite could be stated 
until the bill was in print and his Executive 
had had time to consider it. It was im- 
possible to judge accurately of the scope of 
the bill from the reports of the Minister’s 
statement. There might be some omission 
of vital importance to landlords, and for that 
reason he could not make any statement on 
the subject at the moment. 

Of the three landowners’ representatives 
who took part in the recent Land Conference 
which failed, only one, Mr. Harry Franks, 
was available yesterday. 

When questioned as to what he thought of 
the bill. he said that he had not yet read the 
Minister’s speech. Even had he done so, he 
would not commit himself to any expression 
of opinion withont seeing the full text of the 
bill. This would have to be carefully con- 
sidered by the Executive of the Irish Land- 
owners’ Convention and hy the Irish Branch 
ofthe Sarvevors’ Institution. 

TENANTS’ ATTITUDE DOUBTFUL. 

Mr. D. J. Gorey said that the bill did not 
come up to his expectations, nor to those of 
other members of the Unpurchased Tenants’ 
Association. They might, in fact, oppose it 
as being much less than what they demanded. 
On the other hand, they might accept it in 
the hope of having it amended. From the 
tenants’ point of view, a particularly objec- 
tionable feature of the bill was the matter of 
price. There was also the question of arrears. 
The proposals in this respect were 
not what they quite expected, but 
he was glad that that particular 
aspect of the question had been put on a 
definite basis. and would be dealt with by 
legislation. It would mean that a stay would 
be put on any proceedings that were being 
taken for the recovery of rent. Altogether, 
the question of arrears was a ticklish one, 
and would have to be fully considered by the 
Executive. :

THE INVASION OF IRISH 
ROMAN CATHOLICS. 


The invasion of Seotland by Roman Catholic 
immigrants from Ireland is viewed with some 
alarm in the Church of Scotland (says a 
Press Association message). At the Assembly 
Church in Edinburgh vyeterday, a 
special committee reported that the influx of 
Roman Catholics was a menace to the Pro- 
testant religion in the country. 

The incursion had been more particularly 
in West of Scotland industrial areas, but 
it was stated that the movement was spread- 
ing eastwards to Edinburgh and Dundee. 

The Irish population in Scotland had 
doubled itself during the last forty years, 
and in the past twenty years its increase was 
six and a half times as great as that of the 
Senttish populations. 

The Rev. Wm. Main. of Fdinburgh, who 
presented the report of the Committee, said 
that he believed that in the Wast of Scotland 
certain representatives we:e sent to the House 
of Commons largely through the Irish Roman 
Catholic vote.

The Times, commenting editorially upon 
the action of the Government during the 
Committee proceedings on the Indemnity 
Bili last night, remarks :—Lord Robert Cecil 
himself moved an amendment, which satisfied 
the more reasonable opponents of the bill, to 
limit the indemnity to acts done under the 
Regulation. He had always understood that 
the bill was to relieve the Home Secretary, 
and those who had acted under him. With 
great frankness he acknowledged that, since 
Mr. Asquith and others had pointed out that, 
in fact, the bill went further, he thought it 
right to limit by other words the-measure to 
this single case. Sir John Simon at once 
recognised that Lord Robert was carrying 
out the spirit of the interpretation he had 
piaced upon the measure, and he welcomed 
the change as being more than a merely tech- 
nical alteration. A consequential amendment 
proposed from the Labour benches was 
accepted in principle, but it gave rise to 
drafting difficulties. 

Probavy Lord Robert Cecil acted with 
judgment, as he certainly acted with courage 
and with transparent honesty, in yielding to 
the arguments of ur. Asquith and Sir John 
Simon. ‘The bill, as amended, will still do 
all that the Government ever wanted it to do, 
while the change itself, and the spirit in 
which it was manifestly made,. should cut 
the ground from under a number of specious 
arguments for hampering the further progress 
of a measure which is necessary to protect 
the Home Secretary, and those who acted 
under him, from what the common-sense and 
the sense of fair play of the public would 
regard as grievous injustice. The amend- 
ment brings the bill within those limits to 
which Lord Grey of Falloden contends a 
measure of the kind ought rightly to be re- 
stricted, and the limits which have always 
seemed to us to be desirable.

BACK TO BRITISH RULE. 


In a leading article upon the issue of an 
Order in Council suspending indefinitely the 
constitution of an elective Legislative Council 
in Palestine, The ?'imes observes :—In taking 
this step the Government seem to as to have 
acted with firmness and common-sense. There 
was no other way out of a situation that 
might have become ewnarrassing. The British 
Government have undertaken a novel experi- 
ment in Palestine. Neither in political theory 
nor in the experience of past ages were there 
any examples or printigies that might have 
served as guiding lines in dealing with the 
particular combination of racia] problems pre- 
sented by tts land of ancient faiths and 
modern controversies. The experiment of 
reconciling conflicting national claims in the 
little strip of land that so many peoples 
regard as holy has proved far more difficult 
than anybody imagined at the time when it 
was undertaken. The marvel is that some 
degree of success has already been attained. 

One lesson the experience of the past four 
years has made very clear, and it is em- 
phasised by the new Order in Council. The 
(G;overnment of Palestine is a British interest, 
and for the present it can be carried on suc- 
cessfully only if it is retained in British 
hands. Lhe attempt to allay discontent by 
inviting popular representation in a Leyisla- 
ture has for the time been thwarted. That 
is the strongest possible reason for carrying 
on.with new eh sag a system of govern- 
ment on the lines of British Crown Colony 
administration adapted to the specia] circum.

UNDER-SHERIFF’S POWERS. 


The House took up the consideration of the 
Finance Bill. as amended in Committee. 

Mr. Gerald FitzGiboon,. K.C., moyed an 
amendment to Section 7, which provides that 
no action shall lie against, and no penalty 
shall be incurred by any Under-Sheriff in the 
absence of fraud, malice or gross negligence, 
for or on account of his having seized or 
sold under any such certificate as aforesaid, 
more or less, goods, animals or other chattels, 
than would or might be sufficient to meet 
the full amount of the tax stated in his certi- 
ficate, and all fees leviable under such certi- 
ficate, 

He moved :—‘‘ That this Section shall cease 
to have effect on and after the Ist of January, 
1925.” He said that he wished to restrict, 
by limitation of time, the very drastic powers 
given bv that Section for the recovery of 
debts due to the State. It would be in the 
recollection of the House that the provision 
in this Section had been put into the 
emergency measure, The Knforcement of 
Powers Act, for the present temporary 
emergency. That Statute had been fought 
clause by clause, but no clause of it was 
fought more strenuously than the clause that 
was now being put into the Finance Act. 

He had supported that clause at the time, 
because he was convineed that the Govern- 
ment at that time required drastic powers fox 
decrees. to be levied and debts collected. The 
Ministers recognised that it was only a tem- 
norary meaeure, because they limited its dura: 
tion. to six months. It was for all practical 
purposes a war measure, passed when ille- 
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ouse 


due to the State; and he believed that in 
another eighteen months we should have got 
so far on the road to ordinary civic sanity that 
people would pay their debts as they did in 
the past. i 

With the country run by a Government, e 
its own choice, the people would realise that 
it was their duty to pay their debts and what- 
ever taxes that were necessary to carry on the 
Government. He did not. believe that the 
people would continue in the state of imsanity 
in which they were for the past twelve months, 


Í and he did not believe that the drastic powers 
Í now asked for would be required, and, if they 


were not required, for the credit of the State 
they ought not be on the Statute Book. 

Mr. Wilson supported the adoption of the 
amendment. 

Mr. Darrell Figgis also supported the 
amendment, and said that he did so all the 
more heartily because he had heard the 
Minister of Finance advocating the point when 
the bill was in Committee. The Minister had 
then stated that certain special powers were 
necessary for the collection of the income tax. 
The Senate had no power to deal: with the 
Finance Bill, because that bill, of all bills, 
was essentially a money bill. 


THE PRESIDENT. |: 


The President said that certain special 
powers had been given to the collectors of 
taxes dealing with the income tax, and he 
could not accept any amendcent to the open- 
ing sub-sections. As he had fully explained a 
month ago, there were arrears of over 
£2,500,000, and it was absolutely necessary to 
| in that money. They must have the 
power to collect the money, but he took it that 
it would be open to consideration whether 
such powers would be necessary next year. 

In the first year of the Government s exist- 
ence it was absolutely necessary that those 
who wished to avoid the payment of the in- 
come tax should be made to realise their re- 
sponsibility. He would be prepared to ac- 
cept a new sub-section stating that the sec- 
tion should only apply to the year beginning 
April, 1925, or any previous year if next 
year it was thought necessary to ask for addi- 
tional power that could done, but the 
Government were only concerned with the 
collection of this year’s taxes and of arrears. 
As regards money bills, he suggested that 
Deputy Figgis should know that he was on 
dangerous ground if he made a suggestion 
with regard to money bills and the Senate. 

Mr. FitzGibbon said that he was satistied 
to accept the amendinent sugested by the 
President, and withdrew the amendment tha 
he had put on the paper. 

The House agreed to the amendment. 
was moved by the President. 

On the motion of Mr. E. Duggan. a number 
of formal amendments were agreed to with- 
out discussion. 

The Report stage of the Finance Bill wig 
then adjourned until to-day.

MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE. 


The Minister for Finance moved the adop- 
tfon of the estimate of £275,962, being the 
amount required for the year ending ‘3let 
March, 1924, to pay the salaries and expensee 
of the Ministry of Agriculture, and of certain 


services adminstered by that Ministry, in- 


cluding sundry grants in aid. He gaid that 
under the head of salaries, wages, and allow. 
ances the total of £159,786 showed a decrease 
of £12,000, as compared with the sum for the 
preceding year. . There. wes a ‘decrease of 
£5,800 in the item of-travelling; but there 
was an increase of £28,320 in the item for 
statutory grants in aid and bonuses to staffs 
paid frofh endowments, etc. Half of the 
total estimate was expended under the head 
of technical education. 

Mr. O’Shannon expressed the hope that the 
Minister would do sométhing té meet the 
cass of those who were ‘concerned in the 
tobacco-growing industry, In India tobacco 
was grown free of duty, but in Ireland it was 
not, and he urged that a reduction should be 
made in the duty on grown tobacco. 

Mr, Doyle (Wexford) urged that there 
should be a rebate of. the tax on Irish-grown 
tobacco, and that something should be done 
to enable the tobaco in store td be sold. 

Mr.’ Wilson (Wicklow) said that money 
spent in developing agriculture was well 
spent. He thought it was anomalous that 
four millions of money should be spent on 
primary education, while only half-a-million 
was devoted to agriculture. - It seemed a lop- 
sided arrangement.

Mr. Hogan, Minister for Agriculture, said :

The Government acknowledged their 
obligations to the people who had made ex- 
periments in tobacco-growing, and the Govern- 
ment were trying to meet them in the matter 
cf somewhat increased grante. Next year the 
Government ought to be in a much better 
position to make up their minds as to what 
they would do about the rebate. 

Mr. Johnson (Labour) said that the real 
trouble with regard to tdbacco-growing in 
ireland was that the Revenne people con- 
sidered tobacco-growing m this country a 
great nuisance. They did not want revenue 
irom tobacco-growing in Ireland, because they 
were getting their revenue from the smoking 
of tobacco in Ireland. Therefore, they were 
against the growing of tobacco in. Ireland. 
Hie was rather concerned with the - position 
at the present time. 

The State had given encouragement to smal! 
farmers for the growing of tobacco, «nd had 
also given encouragement to the manuiacturer, 
and now'they had got a stock on hands that 


‘they could not realise, owing to the importa- 


tion of cheaply grown tobacco from India 
and elsewhere. 

He thought that small farmers should be 
assisted out of the grant fer the growing of 
tobacoo, because the development of the in- 
dustry would give considerable employment. 
Hie assumed that the amount stated in the 
estimate was portion of the sum intended for 
tobacco-growing. He asked whether Minis- 
ters had made up their minds that the growing 
of tobacco in Ireland was not a paying pro- 
position, and, if not, he thought that the 
inoney earmarked for the industry should be 
expended. At the same time, he frankly 
admitted that the money raised by the taxes 
on tobacco could be better expended than on 
tobacco-growing, 


NATIONAL STUD. 


There were one or two other points he 
wished t. get out of the way in case the 
Farmers’ Party raised a bigger question. As 
to the National Stud, he had no doubt. that 
it would be very interesting to the Dai] and 
to the country to know what was the result 
of the managerient of the Stad. 

le would also like to know why there was 
a decrease in the amount for allotments. 
There had been two reports submitted fo. the 
Minister of Finance relating to cow-testing 
throughout the country and to the establish- 
ment of stud farms. As far as could be 
gathered, the money and time expended on 
that inquiry had been wasted and there had 
been no resnlts other than the publication of 
the reporte—nothing had been done to put 
the recommendations into operation. 

Mr. Hogan (Minister of Agriculture) said 
that neither himself nor the Minister of 
Finance had made up their minds as to the 
future of the tobacco growing industry, and 
as to whether it would be worth while to 
expend money on it. He had been wavering 
for a long time in his mind as to whether 
there was any future for the industry, The 
Department ot Agriculture was at the moment 
engaged in making enquiries that would en- 
able the Ministry to come to a definite con- 
clusion. 

As to the Nationat Stud, he said that the 
[righ stud had been presented by Lord Waver. 
tree, and they regarded it as a most satisfac- 
tory national asset.. It was an extremely use- 
ful and valuable institution, and the Govern. 
roent would not allow it to be interfered with 
in any way. 

The Minister for Finance said that he under- 
stood that the duty on an acre of tobacco 
would be £150. The Deputies interested in 
this question should be in a position to ex- 
plain how many people oad bé employed 
and what proportion of the wages would have 
to be contributed out of Government funds in 
order to make this undertaking an economic 
proposition. They were not entitled to fling 
away money on any service regardless of re- 
sults. If tobacco growing in Ireland showed 
reasonable results the Government would be 
prepared to support it. They were not satis- 
fied that it was a reasonable proposition to 
ask them to go any further than they had 
gone. 

' Mr. Doyle said that under former schemes 
tobacco growers made weekly returus to the 
Department setting out wages and other ex- 
These returns were stil] available. 

The Minister for Finance said that the 
Deputies interested should put forward an 
economic proposition, and if such a reasonabie 
proposition were put forward it would be 
the duty of the Government to support 
it, but this was not an economic proposition. 
The sum put down this year as an aid to 
tobacco-growing was £3,313; last: year the 
figure was £5,040. The policy was not the 
Government's creation; it was created by 
their predecessors. a 

The estimate was agreed to, and the ‘Ffouse 
adjourned till 3 o'clock this alternoon.

A special meeting of the Council of the 
Derry Chamber of Commerce was held gester- 
day to consider the hours of attendance at 
the Customs ports, and the effect of tine holi- 
days of Customs officials on business, where 
the holidays are not recognised by the com- 
mercial community, 

Mr. Robert Watson, J.P., Vice-President, 
presided, and the Secretary. (Mr. J. P. 
Lhompson, J.P.), submitted a statement with 
reference to the diiticulty that occurred on 
Whit Monday, when the transit of goods wea 
topped owing to the Customs oificials in 
both the Free State and Northern Ireland 
being on holiday. He put the matter before 
the Customs and Excise officer, who pro- 
mised to bring it before the proper quarter. 
Sir Malecim M‘Naghten, M-P., and the 
Mayor of Derry also interested themselves in 
the matter. 

The Chairman said that it was very awk- 

ward when one set of Customs officials got a 
holiday on one day and the ofher on another 
day. They wanted to avoid that, and to 
ae to have the holidays recognised - by 
all. 
Mr. John. Burns, J.P., said that some of 
the holidays were fixed by Statute, and it 
would san Eire legislatior, to alter them He 
understood from the Secretary that any mer- 
chant could get his goods examined on a 
holiday on payment of 4s. per hour to the 
Customs official on duty. fie thought that 
that should meet the case. 

The Chairman said that the principal diffi- 
culty was in regard to bank holidava not 
recognised as trade holidays. Then, again, 
the Free State would have holidays on days 
when there would be no holidays in Northern 
Ireland, and there would be holdiays in 
Northern Ireland when there were none in 
the Freé State. They wanted the Govern. 
ment to make provision for this, and to pay 
the officials when they were required by 
traders. . 

Mr. John McVeigh said that the first thing 
was to get rid of the payment of 4s. per hour 
for extra work to the Customs officials, which 
would be an intolerable tax. They wanted 
the Customs authorities on both sides to maka 
suitable arrangements to pass goods on holi- 
days not recognised by the trading com- 
munity. 

Mr. J. J. Edmundson proposed :—*‘ That, 
in the opinion of this Chamber the hours cf 
attendance at the Customs posts should be 
extended so as to admit of merchandise being 
dealt with during thu hours from 5 p.m. to 
7 p.m.; also, that a system should be agreed 
to between the Customs departments of Great 
Britain and the Free State which would 
avoid the stoppage of business passing the 
Free State and Northern Ireland, and 
vice versa, on such holidays as are not re- 
cognised by the commercial community.”’ 

Mr. W. M. Irons seconded the resolution, 
and the Secretary read a covering letter 
which he suggested should be sent with the 
resolution to the British Prime Minister, to 
the President of the Board of Trade, to the 
Prime Minister of Northern Ireland, Sir Daw- 
eon Bates, Minister of Home Affairs, and 
others. The letier stated that the matter was 
of the utmost importance 
and traders of Derry and district, and re- 
quested immediate steps should be taken to 
save any further inconvenience, 
loss. It was also requested that the Govern- 
ment should pay the expenses of the offi- 
cialis, and that the merchants should not be 
penalised.

At the twenty-fifth annua] meeting, at, Man- 
chester yesterday, the Chairman (Mr. Herbert 
Lee) remarked that it was a great gratification

normal year in the cotton trade, or an easy 
one in which to make profits. Notwithstand- 
ing this, that association had not to contend 
with the lamentable condition obtaining in 
the section which spins American cotton.

of textile machinery was still largely inflated. 
As soon as textile machinists were content to 
accept reasonable prices it would be safe to 
cousider proceeding with such schemes of ex- 
tension as their executive had worked out. 
Meanwhile, they had satisfactory reports from 
their Mississippi Delta plantations, while their 
mills in France had now turned the corner 
again, and were making satisfactory progress.

Our Waterford Correspondent writes :— The 
strike of East County Waterford farm 
labourers, which began on May 7, is still in 
progress. The point in dispute is a reduction 
of 10s. 6d., roughly, from last year's wages. 
Conferences were held, and the farmers orier 
was extended to 50s. summer, and. 28s. winter, 
outdoor; and 19s. summer, and 17s, winter, 
indoor, representing 5s. more than the Norfolk 
rates. These terms were refused by the 
labourers, who thereupon struck work. 

The labourers have picketed the city-and 
country districts, and there have been some 
unpleasant incidents. 

A woman farmer named Rickards was 
stopped om her aay from Waterford, and her 
provisions were taken by labourers and car- 
ried to a house in Ballygunner, over which a 
red flag was flying. Farmers have reported 
cases Oi assault to their union. Consignments 
of butter to England were interfered with by 
labour pickets at Waterford, and matters 
eventually became so threatening that the 
farmers applied for military protection. _ 

For the past week soldiers have been pre- 
serving law and order, Parties of them are 
protecting Kilmeaden and  Kilminion 
Creameries., : 

Country shopkeepers have been warnel not 
to supply goods to farmers. 

CORN STORES CLOSED. 

Two Waterford corn and flour stores have 
closed in consequence of the refusal of the 
hands to deal with farmers’ purchases, and 
the we, corn merchants, at a meeting of their 
body, have decided to dismiss all hands 
who refuse to do such work in future. 

A consignment of butter from Gaulties 
Creamery, forwarded for shipment to Eng- 
land, was refused yesterday at the port by 
the dockers, and was returned by the owners 
to temporary storage at Waterford. 

A large convoy of farmers’ carts lined up 
outside the city corn store yesterday after- 
noon, and the farmers were compelled to load 
their own carts. They left for their homes 
under military escort. 

Fight labourers from Ballygunner and 

Wilhamstown districts were arrested last 
week, and await the District Justice’s inves- 
tigation of charges of rivt and unlawful 
assembly. 
_The strike of farm labourers (says our 
Dungarvan Correspondent) has shown itself in 
Dungarvan, six miles to the west of the east 
Waterford boundary. Almost every day of 
last week picketing was carried on in Dun- 
garvan. The farmers from the Kilrossantv 
direction and from the Stradbally and 
Ballyvoile districts get their supplies from 
Dungarvan. On Saturday the hostility of the 
labourers was most pronounced. In the 
morning a number of farmers arrived early 
in processional order. They were followed by 
labour pickets, all of whom wore red ribbons 
in their#coats. 

The farmers wanted to procure supplies of 
flour, bread, and meal. The pickets inter- 
‘The workers in the shops 'refused to 
handle the stuffs; but:the farmers assisted

BELFAST, Tuesday. 

The House of Commons of Northern 
Ireland re-opened its deliberations to-day. 

Colonel Woods asked the Minister of Home 
Affairs whether a wet canteen will be pro- 
vided for the use of the men of the Cl 
Special Constabulary at the summer training 
camp of the corps. 

Sir Dawson Bates replied that he had no 
power to do s0. , 

Colonel Woods said that, owing to the un- 
satisfactory nature of the reply, he would 
raise the matter on the adjovrnment. 

The following Bills were presented :— 

The Minister of Agriculture—Scutch Mills 
Bill, to regulate the disposal of by-products 
of flax-scutching at scutch mills in Northern 
Ireland, and the conduct of business in con- 
nection with flax-scutching. 

The Minister of Home Affairs—Increase of 
Rent and Mortgage Interest Restrictions 
(Continvance) Bill, to continue, as respects 
Northern Ireland, the Increase of Rent ‘and 
Mortgage Interest (Restrictions) Act, 1920, 
until the 24th day of December, 1925. 

The Education Bill was then considered on 
report, and several amendments, proposed by 
Mr. McKeown, Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Ministry of Education, were adopted. 

On the consideration of an amendment, 
proposed by the Government, regarding the 
constitution of regional committees, fe 

Professor Johnston expressed the opinion 
that the Ministry should have power to 
nominate a few members. This would enable 
them to have on the committees persons 
deeply interested in education who were not 
connected with the county councils. 

The Marquis of Londonderry said that he 
felt that the powers of the Ministry were 
ample for the purpose of safeguarding the 
community. 

A division was challenged, and the Go- 
vernment’s amendment was carried by 24 
votes to 6. 

CITIZENSHIP AND THE FLAG. 

Dr. Morrison moved an amendment to the 
efiect that the Ministry, at these Regiona/ Com- 
mittees’ request, will assist im effectually edu- 
cating the children in the principles of loyalty 
to the Empire and true citizenship, and 
respect for their country’s flag. 

Mr. Lynn seconded, 

Mr. MclXeon said that the one desire of the 
Minister was to turn out good and loyal 
citizens, and they should see that this was 
done. 

The amendment was withdrawn. 

Dr. Morrison proposed an -amendment, 
fixing a minimum fine for no-attendance at 
school of five shilings a week, and a con- 
tinuing fine of ls. 6d. a week till the order 
was obeyed. 

The amendment was negatived. 

APPOINTMENT OF TEACHERS. 

On the clause dealing with the appointment 
of teachers, Dr. Morrison moved an amend- 
ment providing that “‘in the case of a trans- 
ferred school, where the owners so desire, the 
appointment of teachers shall rest with a com- 
mittee, consisting of two members chosen from 
the parents of the children attending the 
school, two others nominated by the manager 
or other persons having control of the school 
previously, and two members appointed by 
the Regional Committee. This Committee 
shall be constituted a School Committee, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Ministry. In the 
appointment of teachers, these others shall 
send up to the Ministry a list of candidates, 
with any observations they wish to make, and 
shall make the final selection from a list of 
not more than four eligible teachers, chosen 
by the Ministry from the list supplied.” 

He said that he had met that morning an 
influential deputation representing all the 
Protestant Churches, and they spoke with the 
unanimous voice of the Churches on this 
question, They had interviewed the Minister 
of Education, and the Prime Minister, and 
had been refused their request, and they had 
come to thank.him (Dr. Morrison) for what 
he had dohe im the matter on the Committee 
stage. The position that you occupy in this 
matter, he continued, is that you are going 
against Protestant theological opinion, and 
you are going against Roman Catholic opinion, 
and 1 venture to say that the Government is 
very far in advance of the views of the pzople. 
He claimed that his proposal got 
rid of the i old managerial system 
of appointment, and placed.the matter in the 
hands of the people. What more democratic 
system could they have? They had the prac- 
tical unanimity of the Protestant Churches on 


the matter. 
TOLERANCE, 

Proceeding, he sal that things had altered 
for the better in Ulster, and he instanced the 
case of a Roman Catholic school which he had 
visited, and which was being attended by the 
children of five Protestant families. At the 
request of the Protestant minister the parish 
priest had appointed a Protestant assistant 
teacher, who was now teaching Protestant 
doctrine to the Protestant pupils. When 
things were working so well as this, why 
should they introduce a bone of contention 
with regard to this matter of the appoint- 
ment of teachers? He asked them, in the 
words of Oliver Cromwell, to ‘‘ think it pos- 
sible that you may be mistaken.”’ 

He asked them, before applying the Act to 
the country districts, to give it.a trial in Bel- 
fast, and to try to prove that it was so demo- 
cratic that it would induce the voluntary 
schools to come in. Let them attract the 
people, but do not force them or penalise 
them. He thought that the whole question of 
the voluntary schools should be reconsidered. 

Mr. Miller, in seconding, said that he did 
not believe in knocking his head against a 
stone wall. This clause, to his mind, simply 
killed the bill. The bill would pass, but it 
would be a dead letter. 

Mr. Lynn discounted the fears expressed 
by the previous speakers, and said that he 
did not believe that one per cent., or even 
one half per cent. of the people would support 
Dr. Morrison’s proposal, which, he said, was 
absolutely prepostrous. 

Mr. McKeown, Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Ministry of Education, said that the 
Government were opposing the proposal, for 
the simple reason that they believed that 
their action was in the best interests oí 
education. 

The amendment was lost. 

REGISTERED SECONDARY TEACHERS. 

In the Northern House of Commons, 

Mr. Morrison asked the Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Education what 
position registered secondary teachers, en- 
gaged in education work that was not done 
in & grant-earning institution, would occupy 
under the new Education Act, in regard to 
salary and pensions. 

Mr. R. J. McKeown—The new Education 
Act Will in no way directly affect the salaries 
of registered secondary teachers engaged in 
educational work that is not done in a grant- 
earning institution. It is not at present 
possible to give any definite information as to 
the provisions of the pension scheme for 
teachers which is contemplated under the new 
legislation,

PRISONER’S HUMBLE APOLOGY 
FOR GRAVE OFFENCE,

SUPPLIES. 


The sworn inquiry into the administration 
of Cork Union by the. Vice-Guardians was 
resumed yesterday by Mr, Lysaght, Local 
Government Inspector, and Dr. O’ Dwyer. 

The inquiry was started early in January 
last, but the boardroom in which the evidence 
was being taken was entered on the 17th of 
the month by armed men, who kidnapped two 
of the three inspectors, releasing them after 
a couple of hours on condition that they 
would not continue the inquiry. A month 
later Mr. Lysaght was appointed to continue 
the inquiry, and sat at the Courthouse, but 
on the application of the solicitors engaged 
the inquiry was adjourned, 

The Matron yesterday resumed her evi- 
dence. She stated that up till March she heard 
no complaints about the distribution of coal. 
lt was distributed twice daily by O'Reilly. 
In March the night nurse complained of 
shortage of coal and her inability to keep up 
the steam tent. Witness inspected the place 
and the fire was out, but across on the other 
side of the room she saw a bright fire burning, 
and it struck her at the time that the steam 
kettle could have been heated at that fire. 
She did not make any remark of that kind 
to the night nurse at the time, but she asked 
the night nurse where she got the coal for 
that fire, and was told that the deputies 
gathered up cinders and made the fire.

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THE MEATH HOSPITAL. 
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FINANCIAL HELP NEEDED 


The annual meeting of the Governors of the 
Meath Hospital and County Dyblin Infirmary 
was held on Monday in the boardroom of the 
hospital, Heytesbury street, Dublin—Alder- 
man Alfred Byrne, Acting Lord Mayor of 
Dublin, presiding. 

The annual report stated that owing to the 
general depression during the past year many 
accustomed subscribers had been unable to 
continue their support. As an instance of the 
greatly increased cost of carrying on the 
hospital, it was mentioned that the cost of the 
nursing staff—wages, board, laundry, teaching 
and examinations—now amounted to’ more 
than the whole cost of the institution ten 
years azo. 

Although they started the vear with a 
balance to credit of £201 16s. 5d., the over- 
drait on March ólst was £35.261 8s. There 
was atthe commencement of the financial year 
a debit balance of £19,070 Os. 2d. The ex- 
penditure was £15,464 3s. 6d., and the total 
income was £11,550 19s. 1d., showing a de- 
ficiency on the year of £3,963 4s. 5d. The 
credit balance on No. 2 (Capital) Account was 
on March Slst £19,871 16s. 7d., thus showing 
a net debit balance on the combined accounts 
of £3,111 8s. 

There were in the wards on April 1, 1922, 
109 patients. In the course of the year 1,576 
were admitted, making a total of 1,485. Of 
these, 1,220 were discharged, 104 died, and 
101 were still remaining on March 31, 1993. 
‘here were 6,584 accident cases treated as 
outdoor patients, and the dispensary cases 
numbered 19,173, making 25,757 extern cases 
in all, 

In conclusion, the report dealt with the 
urgent necessity of taking action so that the 
financial position of the hospital might be 
made secure. It pointed out thas no help was 
to be expected from the Government, and the 
only economy the hospital authorities could 
efiect would be to cut the services of the 
institution in half, which would mean that 
none but the most urgent cases could be ad- 
mitted far treatment. 

MR. DUGGAN’S SWEEP. 

The Chairman, who said that the report was 
very satisfactory so far as the work of the 
hospital was concerned, read the following 
letter which he had received from Mr. R. J. 
Dugean :—

a meeting of the Governors of the Meath 
Hospital, and hasten to take this opportunity 
to enclose herewith cheque for £10,000. which

“Owing to circumstances over which I have 
no contro! the sweep was not exactly a finan- 
cial success, but my contract stipulation was 
to pay £10,000, win, lose, or draw. lease 
convey to Dr. Lennon my sincere thanks for 
all his great kindness to me.— Very sincerely 
yours, “BR. J. Duecan.” 

The Chairman went on to say that thus they 
were enabled to wipe off at once the deficit of 
£4,000 and have a little to go on with. He 
hoped the Dublin public generally would bear 
their share of the burden in enabling the 
hospital to continue its splendid work. He 
was proud to have been associated with Mr. 
Duggan in his effort to help the hospital, and 
he hoped that legislation would be carried to 
ensble hospitals such as theirs to benefit hy 
ventures of the kind organised by Mr. 
Dugzan. : 

Mr. W. 8. Collis, proposing the adoption of 
the report, said that the hospital was never 
in a more perfect state of equipment than 
now. Over £753 was expended last year in im- 
proving the X-ray installation and he was 
told it was the best X-ray installation in 
Dublin.

Mr. 8. E. Cruse, assistant manager of the 
White Star Line, who presided, congratulated 
Messrs. Harland and Wolff*on their work. 
including the Doric, he said, the firm had con- 
structed for the White Star and associated 
lines no fewer than 106 steamers, representing 
1,118,847 gross tona or an average of 10,000 
tous per steamer. Those were figures of 
which any firm might be proud; im fact, he 
would not be surprised in they constitute a 
record, 

Dealing with the general conditions of 
trade, Mr. Cruse said that the tide had 
turned, but it would be a long time before 
they got to really prosperous times. He 
thought, however, that they might safely take 
an optimistic view of the future. The 
shipbuilding and shipping trades were feeling 
the effects of the numerous strikes, especially 
the -joiners’ strike, which had taken place, 
As a result of the joiners’ strike, ships were 
sent to Continental ports for repairs, and 
even to-day work of the kind was going out 
of the United Kingdom. 

The sooner trade union leaders realise that 
their shipbuilders, shipowners, and merchants 
had to compete keenly with foreign competi- 
tion, and that this could only be done by 
quoting at least equal prices, the better it 
would be for everybody. The cost of living, 
though much reduced, was still very high. 
Consequently wages remained at a high level; 
but he ventured to say that if the British 
workingman would only put in a good honest 
eight. hours’ work per day there might be 
no further need for a reduction in wages. It 
was the time lost—and he would even say, in 
many cases, wasted—by the men during the 
eight hours which meant all the difference 
between profit and loss to the employers, and 
indirectly enabled the foreign competitors to 
secure orders which should come to the 
United Kingdom. | 

Assuming that every one of Messrs. Harland 
and Volfíf's 16.000 emnloyés wasted 15 minutes 
a day, it would mean that wages to the amount 
of £1,000,000 were paid in a year for lost 
time. 

Mr. J. W. Kempster, D.L., managing 
director of the Greenock establishment of 
Messrs. Harland and Wolff, said that it was 
now outside the power of shipowners, ship- 
builders, or, indeed, any one country to help 
trade. It was a world-wide problem, as they 
would réalise when they remembered that now 
there were only 70 per cent. of the goods to 
be carried compared with pre-war days, while 
there were several million more tons of ship- 
ping. A great part of that tonnmace was of 
very little use, especially that part which 
they took over from their late enemies. He 
proposed the toast of the White Star Line. 

Mr. E. Wilding, C.B.E., man%ging director 
of Messrs. Hariand and Wolff. Ltd., Belfast.

GOVERNMENT CALLED ON 
TO STOP DECLINE. 


——— 
SOUTHERN FLAX AND 
NORTHERN MARKETS. 


Mr. J, J. Gallen, Navan, Chairman of the 
¥lax-Growers’ Committee of the Irish 
Yarmem’ Union, gave evidence on the sub- 
fect of the flax-growing industry, at the re- 
yumed sitting of the Agricultural Commission 
in Dublin, yesterday, Professor Drew, Chair- 
man, presiding. 

In the course of his evdence, Mr. Gallen 
eaid that he had been growing flax for several 
years. As county secretary for Agriculture 
and Technical Instruction for County Meath, 
he had studied the grazing system in the 
county and considered whether it could profi- 
tably be replaced by tillage farming. He 
found, after various experiments, that the 
land was too rich and the seasons generally 
too wet, for the successful growing of most 
grain crops, and that potatoes grown on the 
land would be unfit for table purposes. 

In 1916 an experiment in flax-growing was 
carried out on a holding of about 14 Irish 
acres, Dutch seed being sown, and the crop 
was a decided success, yielding 60 stones te 
the Irish acre. The experiment was success- 
fully repeated the following year, and the 
flax was sold at 27s. per stone. 

In 1918 he sowed 15 Irish acres with home- 
grown seed, and, though the harvest was wet, 
the crop was fairly well saved, and yielded 
about BÓ stones per Irish acre. That was sold 
under Government control at 35s. per stone. 
He also leased a water-power mill in Navan 


and — it as a flax mill. In 1919 
he had Irish acres under flax, yielding 
56 stones per acre, and selling at 46s. per 
stone. He had 60 acres sown in 1920, but 
the season was very wet and the yield low, 
being about 40 stone to the Irish acre. The 
cost of production was higher for this crop 
than for any of the previous crops, labour, 
sced, and land being at the aen rices, 
and the men being paid as much as £6 per 
week during the flax-pulling operations. The 
withdrawal of Government control and the 
slump in trade reduced prices to about 10s. 
per stone. 

For some reason he was unable to find a 
market in the North, and the rate of ex- 
change left the Continental market hopeless 
for Irish flax. Wages remained high, so he 
was compelled to cease handling the 1920 
crop which he still had on hands. His flax 
crop in 1922 was good, but he had flax 
om hands now for three years. 

Witness thought the Government should 
take steps to provide a market in the place of 
the one that growers had lost. To do so was 
a matter of national importance. 

“ FEELING IN THE NORTH.”’ 

The Chairman asked how it was that flax- 
rowers in the South were cut off from the 
Northern market. 

Witness replied that the last thing was the 
‘ariff wall, and also there was a feeling in the 
North against taking flax from the South. He 
did not care to mention the reasons for that 
attitude. 

Witness, continuing, said that the flax in- 
dustry was a very important one, and when 
develo would give employment to over 
100, workers in the Free State. The Irish 
grower had made a reputation for his produce, 
and the flax industry should be revived instead 
of starting new industries about which little 
or nothing was known. 

The cost of producing an Irish acre of flax 
and preparing it for the market in 1918 
and 1919 was about £60 per acre, and 
in 1920 about £35. An Irish acre

Mr. J, J. Gallen, Navan, Chairman of the 
¥lax-Growers’ Committee of the Irish 
Yarmers’ Union, gave evidence on the sub- 
fect of the flax-growing industry, at the re- 
pgumed sitting of the Agricultural Commission 
in Dublin, yesterday, Professor Drew, Chair- 

—®man, presiding. 

In the course of his evdence, Mr. Gallen 
eaid that he had been growing flax for several 
years. As county secretary for Agriculture 
and Technical Instruction for County Meath, 
he had studied the grazing system in the 
county and considered whether it could profi- 
tably be replaced by tillage farming. He 
found, after various experiments, that the 
land was too rich and the seasons generally 
too wet, for the successful growing of most 
grain crops, and that potatoes grown on the 
land would be unfit for table purposes. 

In 1916 an experiment in flax-growing was 
carried out on a holding of about 14 Irish 
acres, Dutch seed being sown, and the crop 
was a decided success, yielding 60 stones te 
the Irish acre. The experiment was success- 
fully repeated the following year, and the 
fax was sold at 27s. per stone. 

In 1918 he sowed 15 Irish acres with home- 
grown seed, and, though the harvest was wet, 
the crop was fairly well saved, and yielded 
about 50 stones per Irish acre. That was sold 
under Government control at 35s. per stone. 
He also leased a water-power mill in Navan 
and equipped it as a flax mill. In 1919 
he had 5 Irish acres under flax, yielding 
56 stones per acre, and selling at 46s. per 
stone.
